Reno has many reasons to feel kind- 


ly toward (the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 
That corporation is showering 


its favors upon the town. Of course it 
is not being done in the spirit of pure 
benevolence, but as a business propo- 
sition.

Reno is deriving and will derive. 


In the first place the Reno division 


was created and E. H. Prentice, a 
most capable and far seeing man, ap- 
pointed freight and passenger agent, 
with headquarters here.

It is E. delicate and difficult subject to 
handle, because The Journal sincerely 
regrets the injury that another town 
will suffer for Reno's welfare. Certain 
facts have been In the possession of 
this paper for many months, but they 
were not given full publicity, because 
of the deprecation in pioperty prices 
that might result in the sister town 
from their publicity. But now there is 
no reason foV keeping silent. The rail- 
roaJ people have definitely decided up- 
on their plan of work and will make 
all haste to carry put the projects. 
What they will do will entail 'the ex- 
penditure of millions. Their line will 
be straightened and the grades minim- 
ized. Heavy steel will be laid upon a 
well ballasted track and the roadbed of 
the Southern Pacific across Nevada will 
be a model one. 


The eastern end of Washpe county 


wi(l suffer while Renp will be u heavy 
gainer. 
The old 
line, that 
curves 


around the base of the Truckee mead- 
ow hills, will be superceded by a bee 
line route to the head of the canyon 
below town. The new track through 
the canyon will cross the river several 
times and take the bench on the south 
bank. 
Wadswprth wljl lie left two 


miles to Ihe north. 
The new line will 


join the old one at Brown's station. 


There is no reason 
for believing 


that Wadsworth will be "wiped off 
the face of the earth." 
The old line 


of track through that town will not 
be torn up as soon as the i^ew track is 
laid, nor wjll the shops be muved at 
once. 
It will require years to make 


the complete change and Wadsworth 
is not in immediate danger of -having 
its chief source of revenue entirely 
removed .

whom had seen important service on modern naval 
vessels in an engagement, and had never command- 
ed a squadron or a fleet 'in important maneuvers. 
Of the minor matters brought in by the department 
clique, he says nothing, merely signing perfunctor- 
ially the report as president of the board. 


The three great fighters of the Spanish war were 


Dewey, Sch!;y and Clark. There exists between 
them the sympathy that might be expected among 
men who had accomplished great things. Dewey 
comes gallantly to the support of the hero of Santi- 
ago, and Clark's testimony before the court was a 
manly tribute that showed his admiration for his 
commander. 


Schley's friends will not be satisfied with the 


verdict, which condemns him on borne minor points 
and makes some severe reflections, but on the es- 
sential matters he iias received ample and honest 
vindication. 
Any action now taken by his friends 


will merely be to secure for him the fruits, as he 
has already secured the honors of the victory.
